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NYC mayor takes heat after lashing out at Jewish funeral

NEW YORK (AP) — New York City Mayor Bill de Blasio de- 
fended his tweets criticizing a large Orthodox Jewish fu- 
neral. Gov. Andrew Cuomo said daily deaths are down 
but still “disgustingly high.” Front-line health care workers 
and first responders will be mass tested for antibodies.

FUNERAL DISPERSED 

De Blasio oversaw the dispersal of a large, tightly pac- 
ked Hasidic Jewish funeral Tuesday night and lashed out 
at the mourners who had gathered in defiance of social 
distancing rules intended to curb the spread of the coro- 
navirus. 

“My message to the Jewish community, and all commu- 
nities, is this simple: the time for warnings has passed,” de 
Blasio tweeted after police dispersed the funeral in the 
Williamsburg section of Brooklyn.

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NYC mayor takes heat after lashing out at Jewish funeral

In another tweet, de Blasio called the large 
gathering, the latest in a string of ultra-Ortho- 
dox funerals to be broken up by police, “abso- 
lutely unacceptable.” 

“What I saw WILL NOT be tolerated so long as 
we are fighting the Coronavirus,” he wrote. 
Images posted on social media show hund- 
reds of people on the street for the funeral of a 
rabbi who had died of COVID-19. Some mour- 
ners wore face coverings. 

There were no arrests, but Police Commissioner 
Dermot Shea said Wednesday that a dozen 
summonses were issued citing social distan- 
cing violations and refusal to disperse. 

Shea said that mourners who defy the state’s 
ban are not only risking giving the virus to each 
other, but potentially also exposing officers 
who have to respond for crowd control. 

“You are putting my cops’ lives at risk, and it's 
unacceptable,” Shea said. 

Critics, however, assailed de Blasio for the lan- 
guage in his tweet chiding “the Jewish com- 
munity” for the actions of members of one 
sect. 

World Jewish Congress President Ronald S. 
Lauder said Wednesday he was recommen- 
ding that the group formally censure de Blasio. 
“I agree with the Mayor that social distancing 
is vitally important — and last night's gathering 
was not appropriate,” Lauder said in a state- 
ment. “But to blame the entire Jewish com- 
munity is the type of stereotyping that is dan- 
gerous and unacceptable at any time, and 
particularly pernicious while the world is grip- 
ped in fear and the worst among us are look- 
ing for scapegoats.” 

Anti-Defamation League CEO Jonathan 
Greenblatt tweeted that generalizing about 
the whole Jewish population of New York City 
“is outrageous especially when so many are 
scapegoating Jews." 

Others noted the crowds that gathered earlier 
Tuesday to watch a flyover by the Navy’s Blue 
Angels and the Air Force’s Thunderbirds to ho- 
nor health-care workers. 

“Only bigots have a problem when a few 100 
Hasidim do what thousands of people in the 


same city have done the same day (not social 
distance).” the Orthodox Jewish Public Affairs 
Council tweeted. 

De Blasio said Wednesday that he was sorry if 
his words hurt anyone's feelings but he didn’t 
regret calling out what he characterized as a 
dangerous violation of social distancing rules. 
“If you saw anger and frustration, you're right. I 
spoke out of real distress,” the mayor said. “It's 
not like people gathering in the park. This was 
thousands of people,” he said. “What I saw, I 
have not seen anywhere else.” 

Adherence to social distancing guidelines has 
been a challenge in some Orthodox Jewish 
communities, where trust in secular authorities 
is low. 

Leaders of several U.S. Orthodox organizations 
issued a statement last month urging people 
to heed social distancing rules after the Fire 
Department had to break up a large Orthodox 
wedding in Brooklyn. 

THE NUMBERS 

New York reported 330 new COVID-19 deaths, 
continuing a trend of daily fatalities decrea- 
sing slowly over the past three weeks. 

“The decline has been slow at best and still dis- 
gustingly high," Cuomo said Wednesday. 

The virus has claimed just over 18,000 lives sta- 
tewide since the outbreak began last month, 
according to state figures. The state total 
doesn’t include more than 5,300 New York 
City deaths that were attributed to the virus on 
death certificates but weren't confirmed by a 
lab test. 

Cuomo said virus-related hospitalization rates 
continue to tick down. But the number of new 
hospital admissions is holding at around 950 
people a day. 

The coronavirus causes mild symptoms in 
many, but it can cause serious illness or death 
for some, particularly older adults and those 
with certain health conditions. 

ANTIBODY TESTS FOR FRONT-LINE WORKERS 

De Blasio announced Wednesday that anti- 
body testing to show whether a person was 
previously infected with the coronavirus will be 
offered to 150,000 health care workers and first 


responders under a partnership with the fede- 
ral Department of Health and Human Services. 
The testing will begin next week and will take 
place at the front-line workers’ workplaces, 
the mayor said. 

A positive antibody test does not guarantee 
immunity to the virus, and the mayor said he- 
alth care workers and first responders should 
not let down their guard or shed protective 
equipment. Still, he said, a positive antibody 
test should offer some reassurance. 

“Anyone who has been infected and came 
through obviously had the ability to beat this 
disease,” de Blasio said. “Knowing you’ve 
been exposed to it is powerful information.” 

MANY MASKS 

A towering collage of hundreds of multi-colo- 
red face masks sent to New York to help fight 
the outbreak was unveiled by Cuomo at his 
daily briefing. 

Five days after highlighting the generosity of 
a retired Kansas farmer who donated a mask, 
Cuomo said thousands more have come in 
from across the country. 

The mix of masks included homemade cove- 
rings decorated with little hand prints, stripes 
and tie-dyed patterns. One read “I Love NY." 
Cuomo called it a “self-portrait of America." 
“This is just people's way of saying we care 
and we want to help," he said. “This is what 
this country's about. And this is what America's 
about.” 

OTHER DEVELOPMENTS 

Many of New York City’s suburbs have also 
been hit hard by the outbreak. In some, there 
have been more fatalities per capita than in 
Manhattan. 

In cities around the world, public transporta- 
tion systems are key to getting workers back 
on the job. Yet methods of getting around will 
have to be re-imagined for the coronavirus 
era. 

New York City's arts community — dancers, 
actors, visual artists and designers, who never 
made much income to start with — is especi- 
ally suffering, imperiling New York City as a cre- 
ative capitalO 


Drug proves effective against virus as economic damage rises

Scientists on Wednesday 
announced the first ef- 
fective treatment against 
the coronavirus — an ex- 
perimental drug that can 
speed the recovery of 
COVID-19 patients — in a 
major medical advance 
that came as the econom- 
ic gloom caused by the 
scourge deepened in the 
U.S. and Europe. 

The U.S. government said it 
is working to make the an- 
tiviral medication remdesi- 
vir available to patients as 
quickly as possible. 

Stocks surged around the 
world on the news, with the 
Dow Jones Industrial aver- 


age climbing more than 
550 points, or over 2%, in 
the afternoon. 

The news came as the U.S. 
government reported that 
American output is shrivel- 
ing at an alarming rate in 
the biggest and fastest col- 
lapse since the Depression. 
The virus has killed over 
220,000 people worldwide 
since December, including 
about 60,000 confirmed 
deaths in the U.S., and led 
to lockdowns and other re- 
strictions that have closed 
factories and other busi- 
nesses around the world. 
Amid the shutdowns, the 
U.S. said its gross domes- 


tic product, or output of 
goods and services, shrank 
at an annual rate of 4.8% in 
the January-March period, 
the sharpest quarterly drop 
since the global financial 
meltdown of more than a 
decade ago. 

And the worst is yet to 
come: The Congressional 
Budget Office has esti- 
mated that the GDP of the 
world's biggest economy 
will plunge at a 40% an- 
nual rate during the three- 
month period that ends in 
June.

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NCAA board supports name, image and likeness compensation

The NCAA is moving for- 
ward with a plan to allow 
college athletes to earn 
money for endorsements 
and a host of other activi- 
ties involving personal ap- 
pearances and social me- 
dia content. 

The NCAA announced 
Wednesday that its Board 
of Governors supports per- 
mitting athletes the ability 
to cash in on their names, 
images and likenesses as 
never before and without 
involvement from the asso- 
ciation, schools or confer- 
ences. 

Ohio State President and 
board chairman Michael 
Drake called it an "unprec- 
edented" move by the 
NCAA. 

The next step is for mem- 
bership to draft legislation 
by Oct. 30. Plenty of de- 
tails still need to be worked 
out, including how to en- 
sure that these sponsorship 
deals aren’t being used as 
improper inducements to 
recruits. A formal vote will 
be taken by schools at the 
next convention in Janu- 
ary and new rules will go 
into effect no later than the 
2021-22 academic year. 
"NCAA membership 

schools have embraced 
very real change," NCAA 
President Mark Emmert said

in a conference call with 
reporters Wednesday. 

The nation's largest govern- 
ing body for college sports 
said it will still seek a fed- 
eral law to keep individual 
states from passing their 
owns laws on compensa- 
tion for college athletes. 
The board on Monday and 
Tuesday reviewed detailed 
recommendations put 
forth by a working group 
led by Ohio State athletic 
director Gene Smith and 


Big East Commissioner Val 
Ackerman. The recommen- 
dations took an aggressive 
approach, opening the 
door for athletes to make 
money on everything from 
autograph signings and 
memorabilia sales to sign- 
ing endorsement deals 
with companies large and 
small. 

College athletes will not 
be allowed to use their 
schools' logos or markings 
in any sponsorship deals,

but they will be permitted 
to use agent representa- 
tion in making any deals. 
Smith said there will be 
"guardrails" in place to en- 
sure athletes are being 
compensated at an ap- 
propriate rate for their ser- 
vices and there will be con- 
sequences for athletes who 
do not meet disclosure re- 
quirements. 

Payments to athletes will 
not be permitted to be 
used as recruiting induce- 


ments to high school ath- 
letes. 

The NCAA fought against 
allowing athletes to be 
compensated for name, 
image and likeness for 
years, including in court. 
College sports leaders 
have said doing so would 
destroy the NCAA's ama- 
teurism model. 

The need for change now 
was sped up by pressure 
from state lawmakers. Cali- 
fornia was first to pass a bill 
into law that would make 
it illegal for NCAA schools 
to prohibit college athletes 
from making money on en- 
dorsements, social media 
advertising and other ac- 
tivities tied to name, image 
and likeness. 

Dozens of states have fol- 
lowed California's lead, 
some more aggressively 
than others. California’s law 
does not go into effect un- 
til 2023 while a Florida bill 
awaiting the governor's sig- 
nature would go into effect 
July 2021. 

"It's clear we need Con- 
gress' help in all of this," Em- 
mert said. 

NCAA leaders have al- 
ready been engaged with 
federal lawmakers. 

The working group was put 
together about a year ago, 
but its work kicked into high 
gear since the NCAA con- 
vention in January.Q

The latest figures on people 
applying for unemploy- 
ment benefits in the U.S. 
come out Thursday, with 
economists estimating per- 
haps 1 in 6 American work- 
ers, or about 30 million peo- 
ple, have lost their jobs over 
the past six weeks. 

The U.S. unemployment 
rate for April will be re- 
leased at the end of next 
week, and economists 
have forecast that it could 
range as high as 20% — a 
level not seen since the De- 
pression. 

Mario Franco, who worked 
at a McDonald's at a rest 
stop along Interstate 95 in 
Darien, Connecticut, for 26 
years, rising to night man- 
ager in charge of the kitch- 


en staff, was laid off in late 
March. 

The 50-year-old said he has 
little savings and now relies 
on a food bank and union 
donations. 

"They didn't give us any no- 
tice," he said through an in- 
terpreter. 'They didn't tell us 
about it. Just suddenly the 
night shift ended and that 
was it. There was no more 
work." 

Confirmed infections glob- 
ally reached more than 3.2 
million, including 1 million 
in the U.S., according to a 
tally by Johns Flopkins Uni- 
versity. The true numbers of 
deaths and infections are 
believed to be much higher 
because of limited testing, 
differences in counting the 
dead and concealment by 
some governments. 


Biotech company Gilead 
Sciences and the U.S. gov- 
ernment reported that in 
a major study, remdesivir 
shortened the time it takes 
for COVID-19 patients to re- 
cover by four days on aver- 
age —from 15 days to 11. 
Also, a trend toward fewer 
deaths was seen among 
those on the drug, Fauci 
said. 

The study was run by the 
U.S. National Institutes of 
Health and involved 1,063 
hospitalized coronavirus 
patients around the world. 
An effective treatment 
could have a profound ef- 
fect on the outbreak, since 
a vaccine is probably a 
year or more away. 
Economic damage, mean- 
while, is piling up elsewhere 
around the world. 


Globally, the United Na- 
tions' main labor body 
raised its prediction of full- 
time-equivalent job losses 
in the second quarter to an 
estimated 305 million. 

It also projected that 1.6 bil- 
lion workers in the "informal 
economy," including those 
working without proper 
contracts or oversight by 
government regulation, 
"stand in immediate dan- 
ger of having their liveli- 
hoods destroyed." That is 
nearly half the global work- 
force of 3.3 billion people. 

In Europe, almost every 
measure of the economy is 
in free-fall. 

Figures due to be released 
Thursday are expected to 
show a drop of about 4% in 
the first three months of the 
year in the eurozone, and 


an even steeper hit is pro- 
jected this quarter. Unem- 
ployment is expected to 
rise to about 8% in March. 
The figure would be worse 
if not for massive amounts 
of government aid to keep 
millions of workers on pay- 
rolls. Government debt 
is exploding to cover the 
costs of such relief. 

'The lockdowns to contain 
the COVID-19 pandemic 
are taking an unprece- 
dented toll on the Europe- 
an economy," said Florian 
Hense, an economist at 
Berenberg Bank. 

In Paris, aircraft maker Air- 
bus reported a first-quar- 
ter loss of 481 million eu- 
ros ($515 million), laid off t 
housands of workers and 
sought billions in loans to 
pull through the crisis. □

LONDON (AP) — The U.K. 
has the third-highest coro- 
navirus death toll in the 
world after the British gov- 
ernment published new 
figures Wednesday that 
include deaths outside of 
hospitals. After factoring in 
deaths in all settings such 
as care homes, the num- 
ber of people in Britain 
who have died after test- 
ing positive for the virus has 
now hit 26,097, way ahead 
of the 21,678 announced 
on Tuesday. Until now, hos- 
pital deaths have been re- 
ported daily, while deaths 
in nursing homes and other 
settings were reported sep- 
arately on a weekly basis. 
Under the new measure- 
ment, the U.K. has leap- 
frogged Spain and France 
in Europe, with only Italy 
ahead. The U.S. has the 
world's highest death toll. 
The upward revision 
prompted renewed criti- 
cism of the government's 
approach throughout the 
crisis. The new leader of 
the main opposition Labour 
Party, Keir Starmer, said the 
scale of deaths in the U.K. 
is "truly dreadful" and has 
accused the Conservative 
government of being too 
slow in putting the country 
into lockdown, in testing 


people for the virus and in 
getting critical protective 
gear for medical workers. 
Foreign Secretary Dominic 
Raab sought to ease any 
worries, saying the addi- 
tional deaths were a cu- 
mulative total going back 
to March 2. 

"They don’t represent a sud- 
den surge in the number of 
deaths," he said at the gov- 
ernment's daily press brief- 
ing. 

In spite of that, it is becom- 


ing increasingly clear that 
the U.K. could end up with 
the second-highest coro- 
navirus death toll in the 
world, partly because Italy 
is considered to be around 
a couple of weeks ahead 
in the epidemic. 

There is also an acknowl- 
edgement that the new 
figures underestimate the 
total death toll in care 
homes as they only include 
those who have tested 
positive for the coronavirus. 


Also, the death certificates 
of those dying in care 
homes can take a couple 
of weeks to be issued. 
Professor Yvonne Doyle, 
medical director at Public 
Health England, said the 
new figures, which her or- 
ganization helped to com- 
pile, provide "a compre- 
hensive picture, and this is 
most important for control." 
In spite of the grim death 
news, the trends in most of 
the virus-related numbers 


are heading in the right 
direction. The number of 
people being hospitalized 
with the coronavirus has 
been falling for the best 
part of three weeks, par- 
ticularly in London, which 
was the epicenter of the 
outbreak in the country. 
Also the number of coro- 
navirus-related deaths are 
falling when measured on 
a seven-day rolling basis. 
Doyle said she could not 
yet say whether deaths in 
care homes were falling 
but that "we should know 
that soon because the hos- 
pital curve has declined." 
Raab said it was too soon 
for the government to 
make an assessment as 
to whether its five tests on 
easing the lockdown re- 
strictions have been met. 
Among those tests are a 
"sustained and consistent 
fall" in daily coronavirus- 
related daily deaths, and 
reliable data showing that 
the rate of inflection has 
moderated to manage- 
able levels. 

The Scientific Advisory 
Group for Emergencies, or 
SAGE, is due to deliver its 
latest advice to ministers 
in the next few days but all 
the signs are that the gov- 
ernment will extend most 
of the lockdown restrictions 
from May 7. □ 


Amid health worries, Kim Jong Un’s role looms large

TOKYO (AP) — New rumors 
about Kim Jong Un pour 
in daily. The North Korean 
leader is dead. Or he's 
very ill. Or maybe he's just 
recuperating in his luxury 
compound, or isolating 
himself from the coronavi- 
rus. 

As speculation about his 
health builds, an underly- 
ing question looms for pro- 
fessional spies, policymak- 
ers, academics and curi- 
ous news consumers alike. 
What do we really know 
about the man who leads 
North Korea? 

The answer is crucial be- 
cause Kim’s intentions, 
and the as-yet-unknown 
state of his health, play an 
outsized role in the work- 
ings of Northeast Asia, an 


uneasy collection of wary 
neighbors at the best of 
times and home to two of 
the three biggest econo- 
mies in the world and a 
huge buildup of American 
military machinery and 
manpower. 

Sandwiched amid go- 
liaths, North Korea is a 
small, impoverished, ex- 
traordinarily proud nation 
that through sheer force of 
will — and a relentless cult 
of personality built around 
a single family — has been 
at the center of a half- 
century security head- 
ache for its neighbors. 

No matter how successful 
China, South Korea and 
Japan become — and 
their transformation from 
war, poverty and domes- 
tic infighting into politi- 
cal and economic might 


has been spectacular — 
North Korea and its single- 
minded pursuit of nuclear- 
tipped missiles meant to 
protect the Kim family has 
made itself impossible to 
ignore, holding the region 
and Washington hostage 
to its narrow ambitions. 

THE DISAPPEARANCE 

There's not much to go on 
here despite the building 
media coverage. 

Some unconfirmed news 
reports say Kim is in fragile 
condition or even a vege- 
tative state following heart 
surgery. 

The South Korean govern- 
ment, however, maintains 
that Kim still appears to be 
in power and that there 
have been no signs that 
something big has hap- 
pened in North Korea. 


What's uncontested is that 
Kim hasn't appeared in 
public since an April 11 
meeting focused on the 
coronavirus. This sort of 
vanishing act has hap- 
pened before, but what 
has set rumors ablaze now 


is that for the first time as 
leader he missed the most 
important holiday of the 
North Korean year, the 
April 15 celebration of his 
grandfather's birth.

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China silent amid global calls to give Africa debt relief

By RODNEY MUHUMUZA As- 
sociated Press 
KAMPALA, Uganda (AP) 

— African leaders are ask- 
ing what China can do for 
them as the coronavirus 
pandemic threatens to de- 
stroy economies and wipe 
out some 20 million jobs 
across a continent where 
Beijing is both the top trad- 
ing partner and top lender. 
The World Bank and the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund 
have announced immedi- 
ate relief measures, includ- 
ing freeing up billions in 
debt payments and expec- 
tations for help from China 
are high across resource- 
rich Africa, but Beijing has 
remained silent. 

China holds about a third 
of Africa's sovereign debt. 
Demand for Chinese- 
backed capital to build ev- 
erything from highways to 
hydroelectric dams has left 
countries heavily indebted, 
leading to concerns about 
a debt trap and even loss 
of sovereignty. 

Many of those countries, in- 
cluding oil exporters such as 
Angola, spend a substan- 
tial chunk of their budgets 
servicing debt while health 
and education suffer. 

Any respite would be wel- 
come for a country like 


Uganda, whose finance 
minister says "shocking defi- 
cits" in the past year have 
forced authorities to bor- 
row to keep the govern- 
ment running. Uganda's 
national debt stood at over 
$10 billion in 2018, nearly a 
third owed to China, ac- 
cording to official figures. 
"We have strong bilateral 
relations with China, but 
they haven't come to us 
saying anything," the minis- 
ter, Matia Kasaija, told The 


Associated Press. 

China has been noncom- 
mittal beyond its support, 
as a member of the G-20 
group of wealthy nations, 
for a moratorium that frees 
up to $20 billion in debt 
payments through 2020 for 
low-income countries. 
Some analysts predict that 
actual debt forgiveness 
looks unlikely and that Chi- 
na, despite its enormous in- 
fluence in Africa, will avoid 
unilateral measures despite 


global pressure. 

Ghana's finance minister 
has said he expects more 
from Beijing. 

"My feeling is that China 
has to come on stronger," 
said Ken Ofori-Atta, speak- 
ing to the Washington- 
based Center for Global 
Development. "I think our 
Africa debt to China is over 
$145 billion, about $8 billion 
in payments required this 
year... So that needs to be 
looked at. It's just an apoc- 



alyptic moment." Asked 
whether China would of- 
fer debt relief to Africa, 
Chinese foreign ministry 
spokesman Zhao Lijian on 
April 7 said he believed 
"China will resolve these 
countries' difficulties via 
consultation through diplo- 
matic channels." 

In a statement emailed to 
the AP, the foreign ministry 
said China had "overcome 
difficulties" in helping Africa 
with shipments of medical 
supplies to help fight the 
pandemic. "China will con- 
tinue to provide assistance 
to Africa within its capa- 
bilities and in accordance 
with the development of 
the epidemic and Africa's 
needs," it said. 
China'sfootprintonthecon- 
tinent has been expanding 
as some African leaders, 
favoring the perceived 
lack of political strings that 
come with Chinese capital, 
have turned to Beijing while 
other funders hesitate over 
corruption and other con- 
cerns. 

In turn, China has been 
keen to exploit Africa's vast 
natural resources in coun- 
tries such as war-ravaged 
South Sudan, where Chi- 
nese firms dominate the oil 
sector. □

There have been no photographs 
and no videos of the leader in 
nearly three weeks, only state me- 
dia reports of him sending written 
greetings to world leaders or citi- 
zens of merit. 

THE MAN 

Those looking to understand Kim 
face a problem. Much of what 
the outside world sees is filtered 
through relentless North Korean 
propaganda meant to build him 
into an infallible paragon of lead- 
ership. 

Add to that vaguely sourced or 
misleading outside media reports 
and the extreme difficulty of crack- 
ing North Korea's ultra-secrecy 
surrounding anything to do with 
the leader, and the picture that 
emerges of Kim is often more mo- 
saic than profile. 

In South Korea, he is seen as both 
demon and statesman. He has 
repeatedly threatened to burn 


Seoul to the ground. He has also 
rolled out the red carpet for a visit 
to Pyongyang, North Korea's capi- 
tal, by South Korea's president and 
sent his own sister south for the 2018 
Olympics. 

In the West, portrayals of Kim often 
run to caricature. His broken friend- 
ship with Dennis Rodman, the for- 
mer basketball star he reportedly 
idolized as a schoolboy; the rumors 
about his extreme love of cheese 
and his allegedly creative ways of 
disposing of officials who displease 
him. 

Then there's the stunning series of 
summits over the last two years 
with the leaders of Russia, China, 
the United States and South Korea. 
Kim was likely born in 1984 and at- 
tended boarding school for sev- 
eral years in Switzerland. Early on, 
some observers argued that his 
time in the West would lead him to 
eventually embrace Chinese-style 
reforms. 

That has not happened so far, 
though he has taken a markedly 


different approach to leadership 
than his publicity-shy father, Kim 
Jong II, who died in 2011. 

Outside governments and experts 
initially questioned the ability of 
a man then in his 20s to lead, but 
Kim Jong Un quickly consolidated 
power. He ordered the 2013 execu- 
tion of his uncle and mentor, Jang 
Song Thaek, who was accused of 
treason. Kim is also suspected of 
ordering the assassination of his es- 
tranged half brother, and potential 
rival, at a Malaysian airport in 2017. 
Kim has shown a growing confi- 
dence on the world stage, most 
clearly with the high-stakes diplo- 
macy that followed a run of nucle- 
ar and missile tests in 2017 that had 
many fearing war. 

The sight of a North Korean lead- 
er meeting with his South Korean 
and U.S. rivals was extraordinary, 
though it's not yet clear whether 
the diplomacy will settle an uneasy 
region. 

Kim entered 2020 vowing to bolster 
his nuclear deterrent in the face 


of "gangster-like" U.S. economic 
sanctions, and he supervised a se- 
ries of weapons launches and mili- 
tary drills in March. 

Much of what happens now will 
depend on Kim’s health. 

North Korea, despite its poverty, 
has long commanded world atten- 
tion because of its sustained, bel- 
ligerent pursuit of what it calls self- 
defensive measures in response to 
U.S. hostility — and what critics call 
an illegal accumulation of nuclear 
bombs. 

There's debate about whether 
North Korea ever intended to give 
up its nuclear weapons during 
the summits with Washington and 
Seoul. But the diplomacy seems in- 
conceivable without Kim. 

That raises fears, during a poten- 
tial moment of massive political 
instability, of a return to threats 
and increasingly powerful weap- 
ons tests meant to perfect the 
nuclear weapons seen as the only 
real guarantee of the Kim family's 
power.Q 
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Pandemic brings fortunes to Amazon - and headaches too

Amazon has spent years 
honing the business of 
packing, shipping and de- 
livering millions of products 
to doorsteps around the 
world. 

Now it has a captive audi- 
ence. 

With much of the globe in 
various stages of a lock- 
down because of the 
coronavirus pandemic, the 
world's largest online re- 
tailer has become a lifeline 
to many shoppers. But it is 
also grappling with delivery 
delays and mounting com- 
plaints from workers who 
worry about contagion 
while on the job. 

The company's website hit 
2.54 billion visitors for the 
entire month of March, ac- 
cording to online research 
company Comscore. That 
marks a 65% jump from the 
same period last year. Am- 
azon will report quarterly 
earnings on Thursday, pro- 
viding a first glimpse into its 
financial performance dur- 
ing the pandemic. 
Discounters like Walmart 
and Dollar General that 
sell essential products have 
seen their shares soar 8% 
and 15% respectively. But 
Amazon has been a stand- 
out, with its stock up 22% so 
far this year. That's in con- 
trast to the S&P, which has 
slid 11%. Amazon is also hir- 
ing 175,000 more workers 
at a time when many busi- 
nesses have cut back and 
are seeking federal aid. 

At the same time, Ama- 
zon's vast empire is showing 
cracks. Deliveries that used 
to take just hours to arrive 
can instead take weeks 
or even months. High de- 
mand items like toilet pa- 
per and paper towels are 
frustratingly out of stock. 
Probably the biggest is- 
sue facing the $1.1 tril- 
lion company is persistent 
complaints by warehouse 
workers of grueling hours 
of backbreaking work with 
little protection against 
catching the coronavirus. 
A growing number of infec- 
tions has increased pres- 
sure on the company to 
take steps that could fur- 
ther slow down operations, 
including shutting down 


some of its warehouses and 
easing productivity quotas. 
"Amazon has gone from a 
nice-to-have to a necessi- 
ty," said Jon Reily of Isobar, 
a global digital agency. "It's 
becoming a public utility 
like the electric company 
or the water company. But 
they're putting pressure on 
workers. And workers are 
scared." 

The most dramatic fallout 
came in France when a 
court ordered Amazon last 
week to stop delivering 
non-essential products for 
a month while it works out 
better worker safety mea- 
sures. An appeals court up- 
held the ruling, although it 
expanded the number of 
products the company is 
allowed sell. Amazon re- 
sponded by closing all its 
French warehouses, say- 
ing it is too complicated to 
separate out its activities. 
Small groups of workers 
have staged walkouts at 
Amazon warehouses in 
New York, Chicago and 
Detroit, demanding that 
the facilities be closed for 
deep cleaning after work- 
ers there tested positive for 
the virus. Kentucky's gover- 
nor ordered a warehouse 
in Shepherdsville closed 
for several days last month 
after workers there got in- 
fected. 

Amazon has refused to 
say how many workers 
have fallen ill. It says it has 
stepped up protection 
measures, ramping up 


cleaning, implementing 
temperature checks, rac- 
ing to distribute masks, stag- 
gering shifts and spreading 
out tables in break rooms. It 
is also allowing any worker 
who feels unsafe to stay 
home without pay through 
April, while offering a $2 
hourly pay bump for those 
who stay on the job. 
Amazon also says it's de- 
veloping an internal lab 
that could potentially pro- 
vide coronavirus tests for 
all employees, even those 
without symptoms. Guiselle 
Diaz, 23, said she has not 
reported to her job at the 
Staten Island warehouse for 
weeks because she worries 
her asthma makes her vul- 
nerable and she fears pass- 
ing the virus to her 81-year- 
old grandmother, who lives 
with her. "A lot of people 
are afraid, and a lot of peo- 
ple have conditions that 
stop them from going," Diaz 
said. Amazon's competitors 
have faced similar chal- 
lenges with delays, product 
scarcity and worker discon- 
tent. Walmart faced calls 
to step up safety measures 
after two workers from the 
same store contracted the 
virus and died. Some work- 
ers at grocery delivery ser- 
vices Instacart and Shipt, 
which is owned by Target, 
have walked off their jobs 
to demand greater safe- 
guards against the virus. 
Many shoppers have been 
forgiving of Amazon, in 
large part because there 


are few better alternatives 
for getting essentials online. 
"That's the only place you 
can shop for most ev- 
erything you need," said 
Marlina Fol, a caregiver in 
Manhattan, who said she 
was able to buy masks and 
hand sanitizer from Ama- 
zon in early March but now 
struggles to get a window 
for grocery delivery from 
Whole Foods, which Ama- 
zon acquired two years 
ago. Amazon accounts for 
about 40% of online sales 
in the U.S., according to 
eMarketer, an online re- 
search firm. It has devel- 
oped fierce loyalty among 
its more than 110 million U.S. 
Prime members, who pay 
$129 a year to get practi- 
cally anything shipped to 
them in up to two days. 
That accounts for half of 
American households. 
Many experts believes 
Amazon is only picking up 
more subscribers during the 
pandemic and expect its 
dominance to grow further. 
The company is also pro- 
viding essential cash flow 
to third-party sellers who've 
seen their physical stores 
closed because of lock- 
downs. Aaron Krahling, 
whose vitamin store in Wal- 
dorf, Maryland, has been 
shuttered since mid-March, 
has been able to pay the 
rent for his business and 
other bills because of in- 
come he's received from 
selling home accessories 
on Amazon. 


"Everything would have 
come down to a screech- 
ing halt," Krahling said. "It's 
helped me cover all over- 
head without freaking out." 
Craig Johnson, president 
of retail consultancy Con- 
sumer Growth Partners, 
says Amazon has a "high 
class problem" consider- 
ing how many other stores 
have gone dark. 

"Given all that is going on, 
they have done remark- 
ably well," Johnson said. 
"Yes, there are glitches. 
But there are glitches all 
over. We have never been 
through this.'Q 
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Climate change threatens drinking water quality across the Great Lakes

"Do Not Drink/Do Not Boil" is 
not what anyone wants to 
hear about their city's tap 
water. But the combined 
effects of climate change 
and degraded water qual- 
ity could make such warn- 
ings more frequent across 
the Great Lakes region. 

A preview occurred on 
July 31, 2014, when a nas- 
ty green slime - properly 
known as a harmful algal 
bloom, or HAB - developed 
in the western basin of Lake 
Erie. Before long it had 
overwhelmed the Toledo 
Water Intake Crib, which 
provides drinking water to 
nearly 500,000 people in 
and around the city. 

Tests revealed that the al- 
gae was producing micro- 
cystin, a sometimes deadly 
liver toxin and suspected 
carcinogen. Unlike some 
other toxins, microcystin 
can't be rendered harm- 
less by boiling. So the city 
issued a "Do Not Drink/Do 
Not Boil" order that set off a 
three-day crisis. 

Local stores soon ran out of 
bottled water. Ohio's gov- 
ernor declared a state of 
emergency, and the Na- 
tional Guard was called 
in to provide safe drinking 
water until the system could 
be flushed and treatment 
facilities brought back on 
line. 

The culprit was a combina- 
tion of high nutrient pollu- 
tion - nitrogen and phos- 
phorus, which stimulate 
the growth of algae - from 
sewage, agriculture and 
suburban runoff, and high 
water temperatures linked 
to climate change. This 
event showed that even 
in regions with resources 
as vast as the Great Lakes, 
water supplies are vulner-

able to these kinds of man- 
made threats. 

As Midwesterners working 
in the fields of urban envi- 
ronmental health and cli- 
mate and environmental 
science, we believe more 
crises like Toledo's could lie 
ahead if the region doesn't 
address looming threats to 
drinking water quality. 

Vast and abused 
The Great Lakes together 
hold 20% of the world's 
surface freshwater - more 
than enough to provide 
drinking water to over 48 
million people from Duluth 
to Chicago, Detroit, Cleve- 
land and Toronto. But hu- 
man impacts have severely 
harmed this precious and 
vital resource. 

In 1970, after a century of 
urbanization and industri- 
alization around the Great 
Lakes, water quality was 
severely degraded. Facto- 
ries were allowed to dump 
waste into waterways rath- 
er than treating it. Inade- 
quate sewer systems often 
sent raw sewage into rivers 
and lakes, fouling the water 
and causing algal blooms. 
Problems like these helped 
spur two major steps in 
1972: passage of the U.S. 
Clean Water Act, and 
adoption of the Great 
Lakes Water Quality Agree- 
ment between the United 
States and Canada. Since 
then, many industries have 
been cleaned up or shut 
down. Sewer systems are 
being redesigned, albeit 


slowly and at great cost. 
The resulting cuts in nutri- 
ent and wastewater pollu- 
tion have brought a quick 
decline in HABs - especially 
in Lake Erie, the Great Lake 
with the most densely pop- 
ulated shoreline. But new 
problems have emerged, 
due partly to shortcomings 
in those laws and agree- 
ments, combined with the 
growing effects of climate 
change. 

Warmer and wetter 
Climate change is pro- 
foundly altering many fac- 
tors that affect life in the 
Great Lakes region. The 
most immediate impacts 
of recent climate change 
have been on precipita- 
tion, lake levels and water 
temperatures. 

Annual precipitation in the 
region has increased by 
about 5 inches over the 
past century. Changes in 
the past five years alone - 
the hottest five years in re- 
corded history-have been 
particularly dramatic, with 
a series of extreme rainfall 
events bringing extremely 
high and rapidly varying 
water levels to the Great 
Lakes. 

Record high precipitation 
in 2019 caused flooding, 
property damage and 
beachfront losses in a num- 
ber of coastal communi- 
ties. Precipitation in 2020 
is projected to be equally 
high, if not higher. Some of 
this is due to natural vari- 
ability, but certainly some is 


due to climate change. 
Another clear impact of cli- 
mate change is a general 
warming of all five Great 
Lakes, particularly in the 
springtime. The tempera- 
ture increase is modest and 
varies from year to year 
and place to place, but is 
consistent overall with re- 
cords of warming through- 
out the region. 

More polluted runoff 
Some of these climate-re- 
lated changes have con- 
verged with more direct 
human impacts to influ- 
ence water quality in the 
Great Lakes. 

Since the mid-1990s, cli- 
mate-driven increases in 
precipitation have car- 
ried growing quantities of 
nutrient runoff into Lake 
Erie. This rising load has trig- 
gered increasingly severe 
algal blooms, comparable 
in some ways to the events 
of the 1970s. Toledo's 2014 
crisis was not an anomaly. 
These blooms can make 
lake water smell and taste 
bad, and sometimes make 
it dangerous to drink. They 
also have long-term im- 
pacts on the lakes' eco- 
systems. They deplete oxy- 
gen, killing fish and spur- 
ring chemical processes 
that prime the waters of 
Lake Erie for larger future 
blooms. Low-oxygen wa- 
ter is more corrosive and 
can damage water pipes, 
causing poor taste or foul 
odors, and helps release 
trace metals that may also 


cause health problems. 

So despite a half-century 
of advances, in many ways 
Great Lakes water qual- 
ity is back to where it was 
in 1970, but with the add- 
ed influence of a rapidly 
changing climate. 

Filtering runoff 
How can the region 
change course and build 
resilience into Great Lakes 
coastal communities? 
Thanks to a number of re- 
cent studies, including an 
intensive modeling analysis 
of future climate change 
in Indiana, which serves 
as a proxy for most of the 
region, we have a pretty 
good picture of what the 
future could look like. 

As one might guess, warm- 
ing will continue. Summer- 
time water temperatures 
are projected to rise by 
about another 5 degrees 
Fahrenheit by midcentury, 
even if nations significantly 
reduce their greenhouse 
gas emissions. This will cause 
further declines in water 
quality and negatively im- 
pact coastal ecosystems. 
The analysis also projects 
an increase in extreme pre- 
cipitation and runoff, par- 
ticularly in the winterand 
spring. These shifts will likely 
bring still more nutrient run- 
off, sediment contaminants 
and sewage overflows into 
coastal zones, even if sur- 
rounding states hold the 
actual quantities of these 
nutrients steady. More con- 
taminants, coupled with 
higher temperatures, can 
trigger algal blooms that 
threaten water supplies. 

But recent success stories 
point to strategies for tack- 
ling these problems, at least 
at the local and regional 
levels. 

A number of large infra- 
structure projects are cur- 
rently underway to improve 
stormwater management 
and municipal sewer sys- 
tems, so that they can cap- 
ture and process sewage 
and associated nutrients 
before they are transported 
to the Great Lakes. These 
initiatives will help control 
flooding and increase the 
supply of "gray water," or 
used water from bathroom 
sinks, washing machines, 
tubs and showers, for uses 
such as landscaping.Q 
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How We Can Move On

ORANJESTAD — Most of us 
have done our social duty 
by self-isolating, quarantin- 
ing, and staying-at-home. 
As of the latest figures for 
Aruba, 1,626 people have 
been tested of which 100 
tested positive for COVID19 
and 1,526 tested negative. 
However, most probably 
they were tested for the ac- 
tive infection which is the 
Immunoglobulin M (IgM). 
If they had been tested for 
Immunoglobulin G (IgG), it 
would indicate which peo- 
ple had already developed 
COVID19 immunity. 

Of those who tested posi- 
tive and got COVID19 se- 
vere symptoms, two died, 
which is a mortality rate of 
2%, one of the lowest world- 
wide. The Netherlands re- 
ported H.7%1, and, as of 


last week, the United States 
has a reported, so far, the 
highest of any country, at 
18.8%2. 

Encouraging reported 
news, is that most people 
who fall sick with COVID-19 
will experience mild to 
moderate symptoms and 
recover without special 
treatment3. One of every 
five New York City residents 
tested, showed positive for 
antibodies to the corona- 
virus. One of five people is 


20% of the population. Ac- 
cording to preliminary re- 
sults described by NY Gov. 
Andrew M. Cuomo on 23 
April 2020, it was suggested 
that the virus had spread far 
more widely than known4. 

Here in Aruba, the popula- 
tion today is 106,683.5 As- 
suming the "working age" 
population is between 
15 and 64 years old, this 
is 70.3%6. That would be 
close to 74,998 people.

permit testing. The World 
Health Organization (WHO) 
states that “health-related 
information” is a human 
right7. We heard the ‘rea- 
son’ for the hold up on this 
testing, is that it must be 
centralized to send data 
to PAHO, the Pan- Ameri- 



can Health Organization. 
Understandable, however, 
laboratories in Aruba al- 
ready have sophisticated 
computerized programs, 
with private data portals, 
that could quickly and ac- 
curately forward the need- 
ed information to PAHO or 
our local office to be sent 
on. If, Health Information is 
human right, all vulnerable 
and working individuals in 
our community should be 
tested as quickly as pos- 
sible. We have the right to 
have an antibody test that 
could indicate many of us 
are safe to return to work. 
Thus, urging the Aruban 
public Health Department 
to make testing ability a pri- 
ority. □

Shanti shares her experi- 
ence of these past weeks 
where she shifted from live 
sessions to digital connec- 
tion. 

“It's been 6 weeks since all 
studios closed and I had to 
cancel all my classes. This 
world pandemic is a “col- 
lective confrontation “for 
all. On a personal level we 
are confronted with our 
limitations and weaknesses, 
like the ability to be by our- 
selves, handling changes 
and loss of freedom, living 
with a lower budget and 
much more. My level of 
faith was certainly tested, 
especially in the beginning 
when corona virus cases 
were multiplying daily and 
people started losing their 
loved ones. Now a few 
weeks later, globally curves 
are flattening and I can let 
go. The low budget living 
aligns well with the mini- 
malist lifestyle I am prac- 
ticing, I stopped shopping 
since Christmas and I only 
spent money on essentials. 
The confinement reminds 
me of fasting, periods of 
silence, minimal external 
distractions and solitude to 
purify the mind. The biggest 
struggle is professionally, to 
shift my classes online and 
get savvy with streaming, 
filming and editing. 

Now I am embracing the 
situation. I am loving all the 
sunsets! I worked evenings 
for 10 years and never got 
to see sunsets during the 
week. I can appreciate the 
deserted beaches and qui- 
etness on the streets. I am 
loving the slow breakfasts 
in the garden, the longer 
and deeper meditations. 


long talks on the phone 
with my friends and family, 
plenty of quality bonding 
time with my son. I am lov- 
ing living without hurry and 
pressure. Also, I am in awe 
how the nature is thriving, 
the sea water is clearing up 
in front of the hotels, there 
are more Prikichi nest in the 
national park and I snor- 
keled in an endless school 
of Piskechi at Tres Trapi. In 
India the drop in air pollu- 
tion makes the Himalayan 
mountaintops visible for the 
first time in 30 years. In many 
countries wild animals en- 
ter the empty streets. I feel 
almost guilty to be appre- 
ciating and enjoying all 
this, but I am not alone. I 
had many friends confess- 
ing that they really needed 
this break, they are thriving 
from all the free time and 
are finally doing what they 
always wanted, dedicat- 
ing time to their passions, 
working on their dream 
projects, discovering new 
talents, and exploring new 
ideas. Some realized how 
they can be happy and 
peaceful with less money. 

We have examples of 
worldly figures having simi- 
lar experiences. Like Mal- 
com X, who decided to 
educate himself and read 
all the books in the prison 
library, he stated , "months 
have passed without my 
even thinking about be- 
ing imprisoned, in fact up 
to then, I had never been 
so truly free in my life". Etty 
Hillesum, who got her re- 
ligious awakening in the 
Auschwitz concentration 
camp, wrote in her diary, 
“Despite everything life is 
full of beauty and mean- 
ing”. Sri Aurobindo, Indian 
enlightened master who 
refined and deepened 
his spiritual practice and 
reached consummation 
during his one year incar- 
ceration. These heroes 


along with my thriving 
friends have in common 
that they activated their 
greatness in confinement. 

Maybe crises make us sharp 
and help us make a leap 
in consciousness? Makes 
me wonder if a structured 
yearly 'World Fast' can be 
healthy for nature and hu- 
manity? 

Whether this quarantine is 
a sabbatical or an impris- 
onment depends on your 
state of mind and the lev- 
el of consciousness from 
which it operates. Accord- 
ing to yogic wisdom, the 
mind that functions at a 
lower level of conscious- 
ness (or body conscious- 
ness) tends to attach to 
and identify with things of 
the external world, creat- 
ing dependency, this can 
cause unnecessary stress 
and suffering. A mind who 
operates at a higher state 
of consciousness (soul 
consciousness) is aligned 
with inner wisdom, where 
there is natural fulfillment, 
freedom and clarity. I love 
this quote by Sri Aurobin- 
do, “The utmost mission of 
Mind is to train our obscure 
consciousness which has 
emerged out of the dark 
prison of Matter, to enlight- 
en its blind instincts, ran- 
dom intuitions, vague per- 
ceptions till it shall become 
capable of this greater 
light and this higher ascen- 
sion. Mind is a passage, not 
a culmination.” 

Daily meditations can help 
you grow in consciousness, 
transform old thought pat- 
terns and help you live with 
an expanded vision of life, 
where there are more pos- 
sibilities and potential for 
happiness. Meditation is 
also an ultimate survival skill 
that helps us remain calm, 
centered and focused in 
crisis. Although not every- 


one has the capacity to 
transcend hardships. As 
a community we need to 
guard one another to mini- 
mize unnecessary suffering. 
I have friends who offered 
to be my financial back- 
bone and I have done so 
for others who have less 
than me and that is a really 
good feeling. ps. I noticed 
that people are more likely 
to reach out to you if you 
offer them your help first. 

In many spiritual teachings 
this is a very fruitful mo- 
ment in the evolutionary 
cycle of consciousness, we 
have the potential to rise 
in awareness, in new ideas 
and feelings and make 
powerful personal shifts 


and new choices for living. 
Whether we are at the be- 
ginning, in the middle or at 
the end of the pandemic, 
whether this virus is bio-en- 
gineered or natural, wheth- 
er biblical prophecies and 
ancient mythologies of the 
world end are coming true, 
it does not matter. 

It matters to be the best we 
can be Now despite what 
tomorrow brings... Many of 
us are in survival state and 
many of us are not. Like 
you my dear friend reading 
this article, you have the 
choice and the potential 
to come out a better ver- 
sion of yourself.”
